should be dipped into fresh brake 
fluid. A point too often overlooked

Reflected In Pressure 
A friend of mine who had as­ 
sumed the low pressure reading of 
the oil gauge was due to the very 
light oil used in the engine during 
the winter now 
knows that

gauge has 
been telling him that 
some service is in order. Indica­ 
tions are that there is quite a bit 
of scale In the motor block which 
causes the engine to run too hot 
and the oil to thin down. Trying 
i the car on a few' hills he also 
finds that there is considerable i 
pinging 
which 
means 
excessive 
carbon deposits in the cylinders. 
Using Their Ingenuity 
Ever since the car makers took 
off the hand control of the throttle 
i the service profession has been 
: handicapped when trying to fast 
idle engines to charge the bat- 
I tery or to break in a ring job 
Sometimes a stick can be wedged 
against tile base of the seat cush- 
1 ion so as to press against the ac- 
j cejerator pedal. Another trick is 
i to place a book or two against 
the pedal, their weight serving to 
press it down sufficiently to fast 
idle the motor. A more effective 
trick is to wedge a short piece of 
1 pedal or wood between the ac-

, the brake pedal. 
What * Your Trouble? 
Q. I can’t figure out why It Is 
that the engine of my car runs 
very well for about two weeks 
after a tuning, but then slips back 
into a rut again. Do you think this 
indicates carburetor trouble? J.L.G 
• A. This sort of behavior indi­ 
cates ignition trouble, usually In­ 
stability In distributor tuning. 
Q 
How long should the choke 
valve stay closed after the engine 
starts? Win. L. 
A. An interesting question. First 
of 
all, 
the choke 
valve never 
should close completely. It is al­ 
ways necessary for a little air 
to be sucked into the intake. If 
you will watch a choke which has 
an external control you will find 
that the valve moves away from 
the almost closed position as soon 
as the engine starts and hangs 
around the half to three-quarters 
open point.
